All indications point to the appoint­ 
ment of a new Covina union high school 
supervising principal at a meeting to 
bo held this evening by the school board 
of trustees. Several meetings have been 
held lately, resulting in no decision. 
The board has a large number of appli­ 
cations for the position. 


At a recent meeting the board of 
trustees organized, with E. O. Thorn* 
ason 
as president, succeeding S. A. 
Stowell, who had been president 
for 
several terms. Edward F. Gloege was 
chosen clerk, succeeding Dr. George D. 
Jennings. 


The office of supervising principal, 
now held by Prof. J. ,1. Morgan, was 
declared vacant on a motion carried 
with one dissenting vote, that of S. A. 
Stowell. Prof. Morgan's term will end 
on the first of July. 


The resignation of Prof. Richard W. 
Groom as teacher of music was road 
and accepted. All other teachers wore 
re-employed, so far as the high school 
!B concerned. 


There is plenty of indication 
that 
there will be changes in the methods 
of operating the "school, financially and 
otherwise. It is said that salaries are 
to undergo a pruning, and that economy 
will be exorcised in all departments. 
While the Covina high school district 
has tho lowest tax-rate of any in the 
county, due. largely to tho splendid fi­ 
nancial ability of the retiring school 
principal, it is said that tho personnel 
of the new board is in favor of curtail­ 
ing expenses all along the line, and this 
will probably be... done...

School Energy That Is Miadirected. 


More and more discussion is being aroused over the question of 
school text-books—what they should contain, and whither they arc 
lending the youth of the American nation. 
We realize that something 
is making bankrupt storekeepers out of men instead of successful 
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farmers out of, an increasingly-large number of them. 
We know, of 
course, that some men will fail though born under any sign of the 
zodiac, but we are convinced, too. that the determination to sell things 
over a counter is a national, insidious and blighting disease. 
Ameri­ 
cans are retreating more and more every year before the first and 
second generations of old-world people. European and Asiatic, who 
are tilling the soil in every s:tate in the union, while the man with 
American ancestry behind him is clerking somewhere, or is making 
a futile effort to keep out of the list of bankrupts which runs each year 
as high ns eighty per cent of the merchandisers of this country. An 
eastern publication rpiotes one authority t<> the effect that the school 
books are in a measure responsible for the desertion of the country for 
the city. One of his points is that the textbooks used in most country 
schools are not the right kind of text-books. 
The problems in the 
country school arithmetics are problems about, imports and the stock 
market instead of hogs and cattle and corn; the question is not the 
one of the number of bushels of wheat a farmer can tease out of a 
given number of acres, but some matter that concerns city people and 
clerks who draw a salary and wear made-to-order clothes and live 
indoor lives. 
There is a great deal of deadwood in the school books 
used by country schools and a correspondingly large opportunity for 
the text-book author who, knowing country life as well as his spec­ 
ialty, will write country-life text-books. 
Such text-books will teach 
the three R'sall the better because they deal with familiar terms; and 
they will tend to make more first-rate farmers out of farmers' sons. 


Daniels—A Dangerous Little. Man. 


Collier's Weekly: 
Last July the general board, the brains of the 
navy, was asked specifically to "formulate in the most definite t e r m s " 
a plan for the development of the navy, and the general board replied : 
" T h e navy of the United States should ultimately be equal to the most 
powerful maintained by any other nation of the world." 
It has taken 
the president the better part of a year to come to an agreement with 
the men who ought to be his technical advisers in this all-important 
matter, but whose mature opinion he .permitted Secretary 
Daniels 
to overrule. 
The facts were as clear to everyone connected with the 
administration of the navy then as they arc today. 
It was well 
known that our own slackness and the energy of other powers had 
placed the American navy infinitely below the German in battle 
power and probably below the French and Japanese navies also. 
On the other hand, tin; president was acutely aware of the dangers 
of our diplomatic situation and was doing much to aggravate them 
by the just severity of tho tone of his warnings. 
Yet during all this 
period his attitude, if not always his words, disheartened all but the 
most earnest advocates of a larger navy and gave courage to the 
mean-spjrited, and in some cases, we firmly believe, purchased agi- 
.tation against naval increase. 
This is what we cannot understand 
ajbout the president: that while he has boldly challenged at least ; one 
of the powers in whatsis known a* fighting language the- worldf;6ver» 
Its has At the same tirijte,left'the 'duty* of p r e M r i n g to fupporistthif 
challenge to Secretary Daniels a n d t h e little clique 
sitrrounwing 
him, and has permitted them to intrigue with the professional paci­ 
fists/issue 
false and misleading statementa concerning the strength of 
the navy, conceal its fatal defects, suppress wholesome constructive 
criticism, punish with paltry vindictiveness men bold enough to pub­ 
lish their differences with tho cabal, and, b y playing the cheapest kind 
of cheap politics over the navy yards and practicing the meddlesome 
and expensive "economies" of men without business training, so 
postpone building that when a ship is authorized it is a safe bet that 
the keel will not be laid within a year, 


HARNDEN AND HIS CAR. 


How the Great Express Business *f 
This Country Originated. 


The express business is a peculiarly 
American institution. It started in 
1880, when William F. Harnden, a Bos­ 
ton Yankee, published an advertise­ 
ment in the New York and Boston 
newspapers announcing a new venture. 
Harnden bad been A railway, conduc­ 
tor, but his health was not good, and 
be began cudgeling bis brains to de­ 
vise some plan for making more money 
with less work. He hit upon the idea 
of carrying parcels between New York 
nnd Boston. As a railroad man be 
could ride free on the trains between 
those cities. 


The newspaper advertisement, which 
was the foundation of a business 
which made great fortunes for many 
people, ran as follows:' 


"William F. Harnden has mode ar­ 
rangements with the Providence rail­ 
road and tho New York Boat company 
to run a car throngh from Boston* to 
New York, nnd vice versa, four times a 
week. Ho wlll,accomp»iiy the ear him­ 
self, take enre oX the small packages 
tliac may be intrusted to his care and 
see them sufcly delivered." 


Ilnmricn gave his office addresses as 
1 Wnll street. New York, and 0 Court 
Htrect, Boston. 


Hnrnden's "car" was purely a flight 
of (lie Imagination, hut it was prophet­ 
ic of what was to come when express 
cars were to bo operated on all the 
railroads of North America. A valise 
was quite large enough to hold nil the 
parcels intrusted to Hnrnden's care on 
his curly trips. Harnden lost $000 In 
his venture In the first six months. 


Then, thanks to persistent newspa­ 
per advertising, the tide turned. Harn­ 
den made himself useful to the New 
York and Boston newspapers by deliv­ 
ering to them the latest news, in ad­ 
vance of the mails. He was thus not 
only "the original expressman." but a 
news bureau In embryo.—New York 
World. 


The Latest Ford '' Joke.'' 


As the laughing stock of many people at home and abroad a few 
months ago, suddenly transformed into a possoble candidate for the 
presidency, Mr. Henry Ford, of Detroit, himself supplies the latest 
novelty in the vast collection of jokes that bear his name. 
" J u s t 
announce that I say I regard this movement as a joke only," he is 
quoted us instructing the reporters who questioned him about his 
showing in the presidential primary elections in Michigan and Neb­ 
raska. 
Then he added: 
" I t ' s a serious thing to joke about, and it is 
u very serious question as to whom the joke is o n . " I n Michigan, 
press dispatches inform us, Mr. Ford ran 5,186 votes ahead of Senator 
William Altlen Smith, of that state. In Nebraska the race between 
the automobile-maker and Senator Cummins was so close up to the 
end, when the Iowa senator triumphed, as to impel a host of editors 
to search out the significance of this new factor in the campaign of 
3916. 
Some see in the Nebraska vote a protest of the German- 
Americans against the administration's foreign policy, while a greater 
number perhaps consider it a rebuke to the extremist advocates of 
preparedness. 
The New York Sun, remarking that the Omaha Bee 
is "generally considered as the most influential Republican newspaper 
in the state," quotes from its editorial column as follows: 


" T h a t the automobile peace-advocate should run so high in the 
mentioned-for-president class on the Republican side is wholly un­ 
expected, even by those who figured on him polling a substantial vote. 
While the vote for Ford registers the latest opposition to "prepared­ 
ness," it is unquestionably supplemented by certain elements of dis­ 
content with the administration's foreign policy, and also by a labor 
jsentiment attracted through Ford's generosity with his employees." 


Mr. Bryan is teaching that preparedness is immoral because it is 
contrary to the teaching of the Sermon on the Mount, 
War, by the 
same token, is just so much more so. But the whole question of mor­ 
als in relation to war seems to be undergoing a change in the very 
minds of some of those; who have protested against the present war 
because of its barbarities. 
" T h e military reputation of Germany is 
so great in the world, ami likely to remain so, whatever the issue of the 
present w a r , " says the London Nation, that "we. are faced by a grave 
critical issue which concerns the future of the whole world." 
It goes 
on to point out how war hits been transformed before our eyes, and the 
writer makes the momentous admission that " i n any future war the 
example of Germany will be held to consecrate the new methods, and 
the belligerents who are not inclined to ncconjt the supreme authority 
of Germany may yet be forced in their own interests to act in accord­ 
ance with i t . " So far as any possible deterrents may be found iu the 
church or in religion itself, we find the opinion of the writer to be 
that " t h e mitigating influence of religion over warfare has long 
ceased to be exercised, for the international Catholic church no longer 
possesses the power to exert such influence, while the national Protest­ 
ant churches are just as bellicose as their 
flocks." 
The writer eon- 
tends that we see " t h e influence of morality over warfare similarly 
tending to disappear." and thinks that we shall, henceforth, " h a v e 
to reckon with a conception of war which accounts it a fuuetion of

Fires have destroyed what was once

In the summer these moun 
tains are hot in the glare of the sun 
and uninviting, except in the higher 
and most inaccessible reaches.

Madre 
mountains. 
This 
has 
brought about the building of the en­ 
ormous lath-house at Altadena, under 
the supervision of County Forester Stu­ 
art J. Flintham. At the present writing 


the seeds of the knob cone pine and 
other varieties are germinating in this 
lath-housc, and will later be transplant­ 
ed to acreage near the lath-house, and 
afterwards taken to the mountain slopes 
and planted. 


The United States forest service has 
made attempts to reforest these slopes. 
A nursery was maintained at what is 
known as Henniger Flants, on the road 
to Mount Wilson observatory, and the 
pines grown there were transplanted to 
many spots on that mountain and con­ 
tiguous ones. 
Today, there is a fine 
growth of knob cone pines one one of 
the abandoned 
fire-breaks 
just 
above 
Henniger Flants, planted in 1004-5-6, 
and this variety of tree is also seen 
scattered over the mountainside, grow­ 
ing lustily. But reports show that only 
a small percentage of the pines planted 
during those years over a large and 
scattered area are now alive, about two 
per cent in fact, and this has led to a 
feeling of discouragement. The forest 
service has practically abandoned the 
work. 


PLANTING IN POTS 
But it is felt by those who have made 
patient studies of the situation 
that 
the forest service made at least one 
grave blunder, in that they attempted 
to transplant these trees from the nur 
sery by the bare-root plan. 
Nursery­ 
men and propagators 
generally now 
condemn this method. I t was a failure 
in the Angeles forest, a failure in the 
work attempted in Griffith park, Los 
Angeles city, a failure to the extent of 
some 2,000 trees furnished Judge Chas 
Silent for his mountain home at Glen 
dora, and in every other trial seems to 
have been consistently a failure. 


The plan of County Forester Flin 
tham is to plant the trees in perishable 
paper pots, as would be' done with any 
valuable plant in landscape gardening, 
in order to be sure that the roots were 
properly balled, and free 
from 
con­ 
tact with sun and air. Experts say 
that they believe the failure of the fed­ 
eral service in reforesting these slopes 
rests almost wholly on the fact that the 
bare-root plan of planting'was adhered 
to. 


Eighteen months hence, during the 
rainy season, a system of planting will 
be begun, and gradual plantings will be 
carried on each year.

INVESTIGATE FUMIGATION. 


(By) Burr B. Jones, chief 
deputy 
horticultural commissioner.) 


The county horticultural commission­ 
er has received notice from Prof. H. J. 
Webber, director of the citrus experi­ 
ment station of the University of Cal­ 
ifornia, in response to a request from 
the commissioner that Prof. Quayle of 
the experiment station would take up 
an investigation' of the problems -con­ 
nected with the citrus trees for the 
control of scale more actively and ex­ 
haustively than even during the com­ 
i n g year. 


In some localities in this and other 
counties, both the black and red scales 
have seemed to resist the fumigation 
in an unexplainable way during the 
past two or three years, results being 
in these cases less satisfactory 
than 
formerly. 


Prof. Webber says, that 
associated 
with Prof. Quayle will be an able as 
sistant, and Prof. H. D. Young of the 
department of chemistry, so that h'n 
equipment will be complete for thor 
ough work, and that he will give all 
tho time to the work which seems to be 
required to prosecute it as vigorously 
"and rapidly as possible. 


In response to Commissioner Wood's 
request to the university, Prof. Wood- 
worth, head of the entomological de­ 
partment, has also requested 
samples 
of the resistant scale and proposes to 
assist in the investigation 
in every 
way possible. 
Mr. Wood'says thnt g«nerally through­ 
out the citrus country the fumigation 
is still as satisfactory as ever and is 
much tho bes tmeans of controlling the 
pests. Only two or three small patches 
show any diminution of its good re­ 
sults and in these t'ascs, with the as­ 
sistance of the university scientists, no 
doubt the difficulty will be fully over­ 
come.
